Replying to your communication of the 15th instant requesting that tables of distances be 
furnished you for checking the bills of the express company for shipment of silver coins, you are 
respectfully informed that the distances published by the Quartermaster’s Department, copies of 
which have been furnished you, will govern the shipments to places enumerated in it, and that for 
other places you will take the shortest distance from Philadelphia by continuous lines of railway 
as shown by the “Railway Guide”. 


Under the new contract the rate for shipping silver coin is so low that most of the 
shipments will be paid the “minimum rate”, so that there will be very little verification of 
distances required on your part, but before paying any bill of the express company for shipping 
silver coin you will see that the distance charged for, except where the minimum rate is imposed, 
do not exceed the shortest distance by the “Railway Guide”.
